My ra after, at fir ft, fet me to the mofb 
fcrviie and vite offices, fuch as cleaning:

From this time my matter Ihewed aa 
Bncomraon refpeft and attention to me* 
He difcharged me from all the menial 
offices of his houfehold ^ he gave me his 
burdens of iilkS) and other warcs^ to car- 
ry to his feveral cuftomers ; and he defir 
red me to take particular notice of the 
natures and values of what 1^ carried. 

On this encouragement L became vaft^ 
ly more apprehenfive and afEduous than 
he looked for. I attended the (hop clofe^- 
ly, and took notice and private notes of 
all that was ellimated or tranfacled thero 
in.

Our (hip had been deftined to protect 
the trade in the Levant.

No fiyxng ! no flying ! let them come on, 
the circumcifed dogs, as many as may be 
of them ; we will neither take nor give 
quarter, they or we muft to the bottom! 
To work then, my brave lads ! cries 
Captain Jenkins, for we are likely to 
have as warm a bout of it as we could 
wifh. 

To buftle went all hands. We had 
a clear Ihip in a moment; and, for the 
iirft time, flowed our hammocks in the 
nettings. The captain then chufing a 
dozen of the befl markfmen, he difpolied 
them in the tops, with flrick orders to 
direft their fire only at thofc who appear- 
ed to be officers. 

Our fliip at this time was full manned 
ti'ith about two hundred and fevcnty 
ipirits, all as ready and defirous to^go 
and meet death as a beau to go to a bail, 
or an alderman to a feafl. 

The three contorts were now joined, 
as our mate had forefeen, and bore dowa 
tpon us right before the wind ; and then 
k was that my fins came crowding into 
my mind, and I believe I was the only 
perfon in the ihip's company whd trem- 
bled.

kins had his right kg and thigh carried 
o£F by a cannon-ibot ; I think it was the 
laft ibet the enemy fired. 

As 1 flood by . my xaptain's fide, I 
catched him in' my arms before he fell 
to the board, and cried out for the fur* 
geons^ but the efiufion of blood was fo 
great, and fo impoflible to be flanehed». 
that we quickly defpaired of any life for 
him* 

. As Lfopported him on deck with my 
right arm, he found himfelf growings 
faint, and turned his face to me. David^ 
faid hci I am not afraid to die, for I am a 
Chriftian. I believe, as furely as I ani 
here, that Chrifl; came into the world M 
fave finners, of whom ^am chief; and 
he is fO' great and fo gracious, that he 
will not TufFer hell or the grave to dif* 
appoint him of an end for which he paid 
fo dear a price. Here, my David, here 
is my purfc and my "watch, which I be^ 
queath to your love as my laft legacy f 
a^nd here is my diamond ring with which 
I cntruft you, as a token to my deai? 
daughter, if ever it fliall be your fortune 
to rcvifit Old England* And if yovt 
&ould go to London, my dear David^ 
ki^uiie out my g^ood old friend^ Alder^* 

xoaoi 
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man Bicker; tell him of my behaviout 
during your fervice with me> and that I 
befeech him to ufe his intereft with our 
Protcftor, in procuring my pay for my 
poor fweet child. 

And that I will, right heartily, cried 
out Sir Thomas* I will alfo fpeak a word 
for yourfelf, my lad ; the Protestor can- 
not refufe his favour to one who has 
bad the honour of ferving in the adion 
of the Centurion, whofe fame our very 
enemies have fpread through Europe.^ 
But, pray<^ proceed in your narration ; I 
long to hear the event of fo interefiiog 
a fcene. 

Though we greitly grieved for our 
captain, we. were ftill more concerned 
for the honour of England, left our^ood 
fhip fhould fall into the hands of the 
barbarians. For flie now lay like a hulk 
on the face of the water. She could nei- 
ther purfue nor avoid an enemy ; and, 
though ihe had been in plight, we bad 
not hands left fufEcient to work her.

the wind. We then fct our watch, and 
went down to take a few hours repoic. 

Two hours be tore day we were roufed by 
the Lieutenant, and the firii thing we did 
was to bore a large hole in the fide of our 
&ip about a foot below water, forwhi^ 
we had an occafional plug; prepared. 

As foon as the day dawned, we fet 
watches to give us timely notice of the 
enemies approach; and then lay down oil 
our fmall arms out of obfervation. 

The pirates> as we prefumed, held up 
their glafles ; but, feeing neither men noo 
boats in our ihip, they concludedi that

On the iixth morn|og, halving atriyed] 
within twenty {eagdes of themouth» the 
day difcovered to us, that we were almoft 
within Ihot of a fhip that carried EngUih 
colours. Hcreat we rejoicerf with cxcf ed*^ 
ing great joy, and flackeniog our foil»: 
and heaving out a finall boat, ten of us 
flipt into itt and away we rowed with all. 
our might. As we approached, we faw 
numbers^ in Engliih dreffes, walking to 
and again on deck ; andt getting along-: 
fide, they threw ropes over to us» and. 
we mounted with great alacrity* 
> Hitherto we were fo intoxicated with 
joy, that we had not the precaution to 
hail them, till we foumd ourfelves in the 
very thick of our enemies. I looked 
round, and, feeing none but tawny and 
boftile faces about me, I civilly demandi* 
cd who, and of what country they were ; . 
when a ruffian, gathering his fpitUe fpirt- 
ed it full in my face, and, at the fame 
time, gave me a buffet on the iide of my 
cheek. Then 1 did not once rtfle^ ei« 
ther where or among whom I was, but 
with one ftrbke of my fift, I ftretched 
bim flat upon the deck: then throW'f 
ing up the heels cd another who had 

- raifed 
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S^ffed kis artn- aa^ainft me^ he fell witk 
his head foremotl acrofs his fellow ; and 
twifting rotind on a third, who had fei« 
aed me behind by the flioulder, 1 drag* 
gcd hi 01 under me, and we fell together 
upon the board. Here a croud of them* 
gathered over tne, and, each helping to 
hold a leg or an arm, I was bound with 
cords that crqfhed my fleflv to the very- 
bone, and then tumbled with kicks, like 
a dog, along the deck* 

Mean time my nine companions who 
had offered to interpcfe, were aUo feiKed 
and bound, and calt into the hold. 

For about three hours I lay in txceffive 
atiguifh, though through a fort of ftub- 
born pride, 1 endeavoured to iupprefs my 
groans. In the interim i felt the ihip 
begin Co move, and foon afcer I perceived 
all in a buttle ab*3Ut me. Again I heard 
'from within and without, ieveral dif- 
charges of fmall arms, and as I faw( 
ieveral Moors fall lifdefs or convulfive^ 
and biting the deck around me, i rightly 
concluded that the flirps were engaged^ 
1 gave a long and deep groan, and I 
Cfied aloud, O, my countrymen ! my 
in-ave countrymen ! why am I not with 
you? why have I not the happinefs of 
4yiag with you and tor you ? and my

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Jhcart was fo wrung that I funt^ quitt 
fiway. 

1 afterwatds learned, that my true and 
ivaliant felloi^vs had refufed to fubmit 
upon fun^mons : that the pirate, feeing . 
tlvem fo few, and being defirous of faving 
the frigate for their own ufe, had attack* ' 
ed them with fmall arm«, which were 
warmly anfw^red on our part; wheOy 
having diopped or difabled above half 
of our brave Englifh, with two of O^ 
myn's attendants who happened to be vp^ 
on deck, they entered and mercilefsly 
butchered the remainder, among whom 
was ovr old mate and furgeon*- 

Mean time I lay infenlible to all that 

{>afiedj till a ruffian feeing me pale and 
ifelefs, in^ all appearance, gave me a 
wring by the nofe. Hereupon 1 awaked 
to the bittereil fenfations. I remembered 
me of my gallant meflmates^ who had fb 
' loved abd carefled me above my merits i 
and my tears» without figh groan^ went 
in Arearns down my cheeks* 

At kngth I heard a yoice, a knowa 
voice, as 1 thought, crying. Where is my 
friend, where is my brother David i an4g 
turning my head a little, i faw my nobte 
Ofmyn juu entering the &ip» 

Of Gentlemen! be^not apt to jud||0

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Isj the form and by the letter. Ofmyn, 
my Ofmyn prover, that he may be in the 
lieart of thofc who never acknowledged 
his name, although they have felt his 
power. And indeed, as the apoftle writes, 
thofc who never (earned his law, yet, hit 
Ving his law, or rather himfelfj in their 
iiearts, fhall be judilted. 

Having inftantly caft an eye of fearch- 
ing love around, he 'fpicd where I lay, 
and coming and throwing hioifelf belide 
ine, he put one arm about, and cried, 
O, my brother.' my brother David! is it 
ihns that my people life you .'

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Soon after» bo wevcr, I fa^ my akie cofH^ 
panioBS braught fromi^the lioId» aiid un^ 
bound.

*were al^free y and that as foon a^ wc land* 
cd in Barbary, he would take the firil 
'means of fending them with bonoui* t(> 
their native country.. " Ah !i my Lordi^ 
I cried, L am fbrry thai; you firuck the 
captain ; he has many adherents heret, 
and will certainly feek fome method of 

> urevenge*. He dare not» he dare not, re-^ 
plied my friend ^ the villain^ would have: 
difpnted with me the property of my 
ewn frigate, whicK I manned and fitted 
•ut at my own expence. But if I- heat 
x>T. fet. any ji^ore of hia infblence^ zs fooa 
as we land, I will complain to the Deyr 
sny uncle, and have the rogue impaled 
alii^e; 

He- then ordered out the Ibng-boattr 
and, turning to me^ iaid^ L am: gpinc^ 
David, to take an: account of wJhat e& 
feds axe left in my fbip;. and L would 
take you with, riie if you. were in a, con* 
dition to go ; but J will ibon i:etyi:fi^and» 
iin. the mean, time order the fnrgeon ta 
do his befl; for allaying thefwelling, iui 
jour limhs.. 

During his.abfencqiK the fhip's compa«« 

-M^^, and ey.en the. captain, whofe namc^ 
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WIS Barbar, behaved themCi^ves towar({ 
Hie acu) my felk)wa with gj^at, though 
£knt,, dviUty ; and a plentiful mefs wail 
ferved up to us fof dinneF. ^ But during^ 
(Our. sepaft I obfertred^ that the captaia 
called iuch and fuch of his m^a to th< 
quarter-deck, where Ke held with theot 
a long aad ^hifpering kind of coavec^ 

Thefe fellowsy. as it ieems, were the 
noft baibaFOUs and bloody of all thehp 
barbarous and bloody countrymen. Hai> 
Ting taken the ihip wherein we thenwen^ 
a mercbantmao, carrying about twenty 
guns, they had^ mailacred every creature 
on board, and thea.dre£Csd themfelves ia 
the cioaths o£^ the Englifli, in order ta 
inveigle others in the like calamity; 
while tfiey difpatched their own. frigate: 
back to Tunis ta get recruits*. 
. My noble friend did not retura till late: 
in the eveniog^<i.''I& then ordered fuppeiO 
to be got ready, and the ibte-cabin to be 
prepared for him and me to lie In; but 
I whiipered and beibught him to exqufa 
me for declining that honour,, as! percei- 
i;:ed that, the favours which, he did me^ 
had already givea much umbrage and 
offence to his countrymen. 

I know not whence, or for what pur-^r 
fojGe^ forebodings may cbmej^ b\it al|^ 

that 
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that tiighty my fpirits were ^xcccdinrfj 
fad and depreffed ; and though my tel 
lows and I were put to lie in a part of 
the &tp^tbe moft remote from my friend^ 
yet I imagined that I heard fecret tread* 
ings and mutterings ; and again, at dead 
W night, that I heard the diflant found 
of trampling and flmggling, as of ped^ 
pie in doing and receiving violence* 

I -^^s ft ill fore from the tyings and the 
^braifes which 1 had received ; when, to- 
ward the end of a fleeplefs night, a gang 
of armed ruffians entered the place i^iphere 
we liy, and loaded us with irons.. /Riey 
then took away all our cloatfas and trea** 
fures, and threw to each of us a canvai 
ihirt and drawers, as flaves prepared for 
the markets « 

The moment they laid their hands up* 
en me, it occurred that they would not 
have dared to do it if they had not firft 
made away with my dear friend and pa- 
tron; at which thought my foul grew 
inftantly fick, and a dark cloud of for« 
tow fell heavily upon iti 

Sore and fhackled as i was,^T got im** 
mediately on deck, and looked wifktully 
eut to fea, but could difcover no frigate* 
1 then fhuffled along as tafi as I coukl ta 
the cabin, where 1 had parted the night be- 
fore with my Ofmyn^ and looking in at 

the 
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t^t door^ I cried aloud. Where arc you^ 
jLord Ofmyu, where are you, my mafter! 
my friend! my dear Ofmynl where arc 
you, where are you ? > ^ > 

. When no anfwor could be had, I rc<f> 
turned wild with rage and grief, and 
not withftan ding my chains, had I not 
been difabled by my contuiions^ I ihould 
have done my beft to throttle every mad 
I met. But all I could do was to wring 
jnv hands, and roar aloud to all around! 
Ye butchers! ye cut- throats ! ye villains 
of all villains ! what have ye done with 
your Lord, what have you done with 
your mafter, what have ye done with my 
friend» with my Oimyn, my Oiinyn ? 

For two nights and two days I tailed "" 
pothing but watery which I drank ia large 
quantities, as my foul, as wtU as body^ 
was in a ferment and fever. On the ^ 
third day, the captain feaiing that I 
would die of grief, and that he ihould 
lofe what he prqpofed to get by my fale^ 
fent a kind of interpreter^ to me, to let 
me know that, on the n^ght in which \ 
parted with Oimyn, he and the captaio 
,fbon after had fome warm words concern^ 
ing their rights in the trigate^ and ip the 
EngliihnowQn board ; wherejipon Ofmya 
fwore^ that he would not remain anv 
longer in hisihip.^ and that^ taking wit^ 
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him a number of httuist Ke 

m the frigate, and diredlry fet fail* 

As this tale carried with it fome face 
of a fad, I grew eafier in my mind ; and^ 
nn the very day ioWovringf having anchor- 
ed in the bay of Algiers, my iellows and 
I were taken into the town, and fold at 
{)ublic market. 

I happened to be bought by one of the 
Dey's fadors, who immediately fent mt 
to work at his country palace* 

This woik was a molt Itupendous u^-^ 
dertaking« Aoove five hundred men had 
been daily employed in it for two years 
pafi, and yet a third ot it was not done 
when I arrived. 

A large lawn extended itfelf in the 
front or the palace, and here the Dey 
Jiad ordered a great canal to be dug, and 
from its excavation a n^ount to be raifed^ 
whole bafe icealured three hundred yardb 
in circumference. The alcent was eafy 
and fpiral, much reiembling the printk 
you have feen of the tower of Babe)* 
The border of this alcent was adorned ail 
the ^^ay with lotty cedars interlaced witil 
'sU forts of aromatic arui flowering ihrubS'; 
and from the top before 1 left it, was to 
be feen the bay, the ihippsngy the city» 
and country ail around, white diltant* 
mountains on the one h^nd, and an ex« 

' tent 
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tent of ocean qb the Qther, alw^ bounds 
Cd the prafpe^^ 

Tod will tbiok it very eKfraordlaaiy^ 
QcQtkmtn, when I aflnre yoi^ that, til) I 
wafr in a ftate of flavery^ my mind never 
was free* Hitherto I had been the flave 
of Gik$ and of appetite, qi pa3ions» and^ 
of fears. But here I counted to.fet up 
my reft for life. I had no parents, n# 
vealthy kindred, n^ friend upon earthy 
to whom I might look for a pennyworth; 
of rai!^om« There was therefore no fur^ 
ther profpeft for me, there was nothing 
fnrthj^f left to incite my defire^ or to ex« 
ate my concern ; and I funk gradually^ 
^s it were, down into the peace of my 
own nothingness. 

I had been lately tk? poflefibr of the 
^ue of fome thou^nds, and now 1 had 
-not wherewithal to purchafe a morfel of 
Ibread. But I looked back on the many 
icenes of n^y very many wickednefleSji 
s^nd I did not look up to^ but looked 
down before my God,^ and cried. Not e« 
noughi it is not yet enough, O Lord \ 
^mething fharper, fomething heavier! 
^me puoifliment that may expiate and 
reconcile me to my God ! ^ 

Qqe. night as I lay on my bed of 
ftubble, 1 looked up to God, through 
the cloud of my own iniauities^ and laid* 
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la life, O my Lord, lay what thou pleat^' 
fed upon me, but, in the hour of death, 
five, fave me from the judgment! Where- 
upon fomething within mefaid, Fear not, 
thou Tile wretch, fear not, thou worm 
David, for nothing fhall be able to pluck 
thee out of my hand. This gave me 
^risat contdlation, and confolation was 
followed by peace, and peace was fol- 
lowed by pleafure ; infomuch that I pof- 
feffed more of the fweetnefs of heart-felt 
enjoyment, than came to the fhare, of 
twenty fenfualifts. 

' The Dey or regent then being was call- 
ed Ali Eben fiuchan He was a great 
Warrior, and yet a man of an amiable 
charader, which is rarely the cafe with 
Mooriih governors.^ He had been at Con- 
fiantinbple when I was enflaved; and,^ 
on his return, he was fo fdicitoufly en- 
gaged in matters of ftate, that he was 
not at leifure to come and fee Our worksr 
Toward the end of the fecond year of 
my fervitude, he arrived with a pompous 
train. He was a portly and comely per- 
fonage, though His complexion was a 
deep olive. He exprefl'ed high delight 
on lurveying what we had done •, and he 
ordered a feftival of three days to be 
proclaimed for his labourers, with fports, 
martial cxercifeti« and prizes for the vidors* 

' Great 
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Great ,prepara(to&s w^re made for this 
icntertainment. In a plain, on the left of 
the palace, a fquare of half a mile diame« 
ter was inclofedwith pales ;- within which 
none were permitted to enter, fave the 
Dey and his train, with thofe who labour- 
ed in his feveral works, amounting to 
about a thaufand .men. . On^one fide^ 
within the pales, a throne wa$ ereded, 
with two feats, and lower benches were 
placed on either hand. 

Early on the morning o( the firft ap- 
pointed day, the feftival was opened by 
the found of trumpets and horns, alid 
other martial inftruments. 

It had been a cuftom among us of the 
labourers who were young and aclivet 
when the day's work was over, to divert 
our fellows with various exercifes and 
feats, fuch as wreftling, runnings leaping, 
and toiling or trundling leaden balls, and 
^ fo forth ; I was, therefore up among the 
^ooneft, in hopes of didinguilhing myfel£ 
on the occaiion. 

By the diawning, the city was emptied 
of its inhabitants^ and crouds came on 
after crouds, from all parts of the coun- 
try, fo that the pales were (bon circled 
by an innumerable concourfe. 
. Then came Ali, with bis attendants, 
and entering the pale, afcended his throne, 

Voi-.IV^ G whUc 
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while his courtiers and guards arranged 
themfelves behind. 

'then were exaked/ on poles, the pri* 
zes that were to be given to fuch of the 
fiaves, or labourers, as excelled in tdffing 
the javelin, or in hitting a diftant mark 
with the bow or with the fling. But, as 
t had not been praAffed in thefe matterrf^ 
I contented myfelf, for this day, with 
being a fpeftator. Some of the candi- 
dates, on this occafion, were extremely 
expert, and would fend an arrow, or fling 
a ftone, more direftly to the mark than 
any European could flioot a muflcet-bul* 
let ; accordingly the generous Ali added 
freedom to the prizes which they had 
won, and immediately preferred thcni 
among his troops. 

After this, Ali, to entertain his peo- 
ple, ordered a dozen of his courtiers to 
run at the ring. Immediately a number 
iof neighing fteeds, richly caparifoned,. 
were led by lackeys into the lifts. The 
young nobles, without ftirrup or faddic, 
vaulted lightly into their feats, and turn* 
ing and winding their fiery horfes with 
wonderful command and addrefs, gave 
high delight to the fpedators. Each of 
them then caught a javelin, which wa4 
tofied toliim^ by an attendant } and, fet* 
ting out, . fucceflively, almoft at their 

fpeedy 
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fpeed» three of them, in mid-courfe, 
bore off a fmall ring of brafs, fromr the 
thread by which it huog, on the point of 
bis lance. 

After this, again, a great number of 
burlefque comedians entered the pales, 
in order to aft one of their African drolls 
or pantomimes ; fomeof them rcprefent- 
ed men, fome tygers, lions, and bears ; 
others,ghofts, and others goblins. But I 
could make nothing of fuch a jumble* 
ment of intention, although it gave great 
diverfion to the populace. And thus end- 
ed the fports of the prefent day. 

While the people retired horn cward^ 
feveral waggons were drawn in, heiavy 
laden with victuals and cooling liquors, 
wherewith all the flavcs^ and iabourera 
•were plentifully regaled. 

The fecond day was ulhered in with 
the like pomp as the former ; and pria^es 
were fct up for lifting the weight, f(Jr 
doffing the coit, and for pitching the bar. 
. At a little dittance^ from the front of 
the throne, a ring was faftencd to a lead- 
en mafs, that weighed about five hundred 
.pounds, and arbove fifty adventurers fuc- 
ceffively attempted to lift, but not a maa 
of them could move it. I then advan- 
ced, bowing lowly toward the throne, and 
putting my right hand in the nng, and 
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cxcrtfng my powers, I raifcdit fairly 
from the ground, whereupon a great 
fliout was fuddenJy given by all my com- 
panio^ns who- worked with me at the 
mount. Hereupon a black came up, of 
Herculean bulk and brawn, and^ defirins 
that fifty pounds mbre ihould be added 
to the lead, he lifted and fwung them ia 
the air with apparent eafe, and the prize 
was accordingly adjudged to him. 

A large iron coit was then given to the 
coUipetitors, and about a dozen x>f them 
toffed it to a diflance that was thought 
extTacrdinary. 1^ then took it up, and 
.thrtw Tt three foot beypnd the furtheft^ 
But again, the black fiaye came up, who 
was not of our company, and toiled it 
two fe^t beyond my caft, and confe- 
quently atschieved the fecond prize. 

A long and maffive bar was then pre- 
sented to us, but all refuied to take )t in 
hand, till the fame black feized it, and, 
putting one end to his foot, pitched it oS 
to a dinance that raifed a cry of admira- 
tion. I then took my turn, and giving 
my whole flrength and adion to thislin* 
gle cafi, I pitched it fome inches beyond 
the throw oi my rival, whereupon ano- 
ther ffiout was given an^i repeated* The 
black'thenVas wholly enflamed by «nty 
and refentment, and reclaiming the bai:, 
^ ^ ^ auci 
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vmd exerting zil hi? force, he threw it to 
a lengthy that, on adaieafurement:, was 
judged to exceed my caft, and he proud* 
ly laid hold on the third prize. 

The great AH then ordered me to be 
brought before him*. I went, and, bend-- 
tng on my knee, laid my heaid to the 
earth* Rife faid he ; I obeyed, atid he 
furveyed me with long and carneft atten* 
tion* Young man, he cried, you have 
been this day fomething unfortunate, but 
you have not thelefs merit;; put this ring; 
on your finger, it difcharges you hence- 
forth from all kind of labour; but it 
does not enfranchife you, becaufe, for 
the prefent, I do not chufe to part with^ 
you. I refpeclfuUy took the ring, audi 
again bowing to the ground,, retired i» 
filence.^ 

A tournament of the young nobles- 
then enfued, wherein great feats of ac- 
tion and prowels were (hewn. And thc- 
day ended with another droll to which t 
gave no heed^ 

The morning of the third day wasH 
epened as ufaal, arid prizes were exhibit* 
ed for wreiiling, for running, and for • 
leaping. 

Immediately the black champion ftep*- 
ped foraiidabiy forth, and ch3llen.2;edi 
toy to approach, wno deJiredto be cruQi-- 
... G 3> ^dl ^ 
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ed to death, but not a man accepted this 
charitable invitation, Unwilling, then» 
that this boafter ffaould carry oflF the 
prize without a conteft,^ I ilepped from 
my rank, depending more upon adioti 
than forc6 to cope with him. Wc both 
ilripped to our canvas drawers, and his 
looks and gefiures menaced me with in« 
ftant dcflruftion. I advanced however 
to effay him, and he ftretched his arms 
toward me, as a vulture would reach his 
pounces to feize upoti ^ chicken ^ when, 
fpringing infiantly up to him, I put a 
hand upon each of his fhoulders, and, 
vaulting lightly over his head, I turned 
simbly upon him, threw up his heels^ 
and laid him at his length on th^ earth. 

As the-contraft of our colours had TCBf 
defed us remaikable to all the^fpedators^ 
a Qxcmt was-fct up that rent the very ele- 
ments. But the black arofe^ and roar^ 
ed aloud, with his fion-like voice^ foir 
juiiice ; and the judges, on weighing the 
matter, appointed me to aaother triaV 
iorhidding further fraud. 

Again ^^c prepared to engage, and 
again my black adverfary firetched forth 
his arms; with eyes flafliing fire, and 
features diftorted^ tirith rage j virhen re-^ 
tiring from him, as if difmayed, I fhot 
forward like lightning, and fpringing 
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from the ground, I pitched the whole 
weight of my body into his bofom. This 
fiaggered him fome fteps backward^ when 
continuing to prefs upon him, I put, one 
foot behind, and he fell under me, with 
. a horrible fquelch, upon the fand ; and 
dafhing my* hand againft his forehead, | 
fprung up lightly on my feet. 

Here the people repeated their clas- 
mours, which were echoed far a long 
fpace frem fide to fide; while I prqpo- 
fed to the judges, that if my rival was 
not yet fatisfied, I would give him the 

'^other venture* But the Uack was fo far 
from being in plight for a third engage- 
ment, that he Could not rife without help^ 
on either hand; and the prize being a 
£ne turban with a diamond button, was 
put upon my head* 
. The competitors for the race then 

. came from among the croud, being fi£* 
teen in number, lightly equipt for the 
purpofe; and 1 alfo pat on a thin cahvafs 
waiftcoat that came clofe to my body.. 

In the front of the throne, a long pole 
was feC up, from whence we were to 
fiart, and another pole was erected on 
the further fide, round which we were 
to run, and fo return to the poll from 
whence we fet out» 

Wo 
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' Wc were aH arranged in a line, andF 
Ali himfelf was to give the. word, whea 
CDC of our fellovs, either thinkings or 
pretending to think, that tHe word was 
given, flarted away, the reft followed, 
and I was left alone, quietly (landing by 
the poft. Why do not you fet out ? faid 
Ali. When your Highncfs fliall be pleafed 
to give the word. Away, then I he criedy 
and away I fprung. 

As I found that I was gathering them 
tip very faft, 1 ftifpended my fpeed, and 
lingered behind the hiadmoft, till they 
iiad all turned the poft, and extended in* 
a lorg line before me.. 1 then ftarted 
away, and palled one, and then another^ 
till, having paifed them all, I left the 
foremoft at a difiance behind me, and 
&ized the goal; whereon Alt himfelf 
gave a cry of admiration, which was an>^ 
iwered from all fides by aibhis people. 

I was then piefented wich a vclvet-tu^ 
flic embroiiJered with gold^ and fom^' 
fmaller matters were giveA to the two** 
Ifcho can e rext to me in fpeed. 

1 he candidate^ for the third prize thefit 
fofc Irom the ground where they had fat 
to repofc thcmfelves; for they Mere th& 
fen^c perfoDs who had been competitors^ 
sa the i:ace.. Afcajdeugirdle was ihetch^ 

ed 
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ed along the grafs, as a mark from whence 
the rivals were to (et oflF on their leap. 
And each of them took a run, till they 
came to the appointed limit, and then 
fprung forward with their utmoft ability. 

As this, of all others, was the article 
of bodily exercife' wherein I excelled, I 
flood by as an unconcerned ipe<^ator, till 
the conteft was over. 1 then , nveafured 
with my eye the length they had paffed; 
Then, taking two men, 1 fet them in 
mid'fpace, and placing a pole upon their' 
heads, I took a run, and throwing myielf 
head foremoil over the pofe, I turned in 
the air, and ^ilighted fix inches beyond 
the furtheft leap ; whereupon I was prc- 
fented with a collar adorned with gems 
of gre^t luflre. 

Ali'then ordered two troops of his 
lighted horfe to come forward. Accord* 
ingly they entered the pale, and, dividing, 
they retired to oppoiite fides of the lilts* 
The populace then fell back, and cleared 
the intermf^diate fpace, and the youngs 
officers fet forward, on a halt-gallop, at 
the head of their troops. 

Never did 1 fee fuch adion, fuch horfe- 
manfhip. The officers, as they rfuic fwift* 
ly forward, would tots their lances aloft, 
aod then catch them in mid air ; and 
again they would caft them to a diftance 

beiore 
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before thetn, and, ftooping, take them 
from the ground in the midil of their 
fpeed. 

The troops then met, as Ihould feem, 
in mortal oppofition ; and breaking their 
frail lances againft each other, they drew 
4he wooden fabres,, and each, paffing his 
adverfary, gave a bick ftroke to his neck 
tiith fuch force and agility as was truly 
alarming. Their ranks then appeared 
to be broken on either part. Arid, in- 
ftantly ferming themfelves into little 
rhombs, or fquares, or wedges, they 
fought and mixed together, as in a coun- 
try-dance, with the moll regular contu^ 
fion that ever was beheld.

The next morning All began his marcb^ 
and h spying ^eicorted him. a piece on his 
way, I returned to> my charge;

In about five' weeks after^ as I ^as

They then put rae into a covered kind 
of a waggon, and conveyed me to Algiers,, 
where 1 was caft into a noifome dun- 
geon, bolted down to the ground with 
irons, fuftained with goarfe bread and 
water, and not allowed a ray of light to- 
divert my thoughts from& the darknefs^ 
and horrors of my fituation.

Time, however, who has many feverc^ 
forrows in profpeft, helps to foften and.

Butthemea^- 
iure ot tny abominations is not yet full;« 
aiiu the uuuitiei ot thy righteous hath< 

huheaa> 
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hitherto exceeded the proportioa that

And moonoftrttclcmadTiefs; pining atrophy^, 
D> opSes, andafthioas, and joint- racking chettmae» 
Dire wast the toiling^, deep the groan^-Defpair: 
Ten<kd thr firk, budeil from, couch to couch^^ 
And over them triumphant Death his dait 
Shook, but delayed to.llrike, though oft invok.*cfi 
With.vows,, as their chief good. 

While Mr Fent^onlfed his. pupil' throughi 
gfoauihg, galleries,, and. the. chambers* 
©t. dcdih af:d difeafe, Harry let down, the: 
ka£ oi hji^hac,^ and. drew it.over his eyes,, 
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to conceal hi»^ emotioHS^ AH that day 
lie W2& (ilent, and his^ coiHitenance down^ 
cafV ; and, at night, he haftened* tcr bed^ 
where h« wept a large trifcttte to the 
mournfully- inevitable conditionof man^i 
miferable fkate upon earth.

difmal apparatus, for tears and laments* 
tions, for agonies and death. 

Since that is the cafe. Sir, who wouH 
laugh any more ? Is it not Hke feafting 
in the midft of famine, and dancing; 
amidil the tombs ? 

All things in their feafon, my dear, 
provided tnat thofe who laugh be as 
though they laughed not, remembering 
that they muft weep, and provided that 
thofe who weep be as though they wept 
not, having joy in their knowledge that 
the faihion of this world quickly pa& 
cth away. 

On the following day, Mr Fenton re- 
turned to Hampftead, leaving Harry and 
Mr Clement ability to indulge the bene* 
volence of their hearts.

Tighteoufnefs from your eye. I confefs^ 
indeed, that this fpawn of Antichrift has 
compiled a fummary of all that has eNrer 
been uttered againft " the Lamb who was 
•« flai n from the foun dation of the world j'*" 
yet he is but a Mole in nkture as well as 
name ; a^nd he, with his brother-moles^ 
knownotnore, and fee bo further, thaa 
the little heap of dirt and rubbiih, that^ 
the working of their own purblind and 
floundering reafon hath caft about thenov 

Sacred depths and ftupendous myftc- 
ries belong^ to this matter^ and when 
you are able to bear them,^ they Ihall be 
clearly and fully unfolded to you, my 
Harry : in the mean fpace, a few iinaple 
©bfervations wtH fuffice to re- tilablifli the 
peace of yo^iriweet and pious heart. 

As Ghrifti^hlty was inAituted for the 
felvatibni^;6f the vulgar, the principal 
truths tJiereof are very obvious-and plaia^ 
and Vkvaiit no learning, no letters^ to in- 
culcate 01 teach them.

Whatever is within you, •whatever, 
is without you, cries alouAfor a Saviour, 
for fin hath been as the Mezen^ius,. oS 
whom you read in Virgil, who bound; 
thflL bodies of the. dead to the perfons oF 

the' 
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tbe living. Thus it is that the fia of fal- 
len angels, and of fallen man, hath bound 
change and corruption, diftcraperaturi^ 
and death, to the elements, tothevege-- 
tables, to animals, and even^ to the im- 
mortal image of God him&lf in the hu^ 
inanity ; fo that all things cry out with 
the apoftle St Paul, •« Who Iball deli- 
«< ver me from the body of this death ?'*^ 
So that all things cry out, with the apoftle 
St Peter, « Save, Lord, or I pcrilb P' 

Thefe arc inevitable truths, ray Harry^ 
vhich all men, at fome time, mufi feel 
throughout their^xiAence, whether they 
read them or not. And he alone, who* 
never experienced nor ever fhall cxpe^ 
liencefraiicy, error, oriicknefs, pain^ an^ 
euifh, or diiTolutiba, is exempt from ou£ 
iolar fyftcm of falvation from fin. 

But what fort of a. iaviour is it, for 
whom all things cry fb.loudly I Is it a dry 
znoi ilifl, a legiilator of bare and external' 
precepts^ fuchas your mole*philofopher 
required our Chrift to be ?

Things are defiled and corrupted^ 
tiiroughout ; they are diftempered and- 
devoted to dirath from the inmoft eflencc 
af thmx beiog^i and nothing^ under him^, 

in! 
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in whom they live, and move> and haW 
their being, can redeem them, can re^ 
ilore them. 

Q Sir, exclaimed Harry, his eounte'- 
nance brightening up, urhy could I nob 
think of this ? I iliould then have beea 
able to foil my malignant adverfary, eves 
at bis own weapons. . 

Our Jefus himfelf, contintied Mr Fen- 
ton, appeals to the truth I have told 
'you, where he fays to the fkfc of the 
palfy, Son^ be of good cheer, thy (in» 
are forgiven thee. But, when the Pha:<- 
rifees thereupon concluded that he bla£> 
phemed, he demGnflrated his influence 
in and over the foul by the fenfible evi- 
dence of his operation and infl^ience in 
and over the body. What reafan ye ia 
your hearts ? faid Jefus ; whether is id 
cafier to fay, Thy iins be forgiven thee, 
or to fay, Kife up and walk ? Then faid 
he to the iick of the palfy, Arife and 
take up thy couch,, and go to thine houfe. 
And immediately he rofe up before them^ 
and took up that whereon he had been 
carried, and departed to his own houfe» 
glorifying God^ 

' Here it was neceffary, for the perform- 
ance of this wonderful and inftantaneous 
cure, that Jefus fliould inflantly operate 
^ and through every member^^ X)iefve» 

andt 
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and fibre of the fick of the palfy. And 
it was equally neceffary, for that purpofe, 
that the fick of the palfy iliouid have 
lived, and have had his being in Jefus, 
In like manner, alfo, his fins mufl have 
been pardoned, by an inward falvation, 
by imparting to the will of the finner 
a new and rectified will, and by inform- 
ing his fpirit with a deteitation of evil, 
and a love of goodnefs and virtue. 

But, pray, Sir, if it is not too pro- 
found a myftery for me, be pleafed to 
inform me, bow God could be made 
man? for this was one of the principal 
objections of Mole. 

God was never made man, my Harry. 
God cannot be debafed. He couid not 
degrade bimlelf by any change into maa-^ 
hood, though he could exalt aud alfaiue 
humanity into God.

itheir hearts to their own happinefs. 

, Indeed, had no creature ever fallen, 

God could not have been duly glorified 

vto all eternity. Miilipns of his infinicely- 

^amiable qualities muil have lain an in* 

fcrutable iecret to worlds upon worlds. 

^While all. his creatures were happy in 

j}im, and participated of him, no di« 

ftindion CQuld be duly made between 

them and their Creator. Had evil nevc;r 

been, goodncfs would have funk ua.* 

fpeakably 



^eakably in the fenfe of its value, which' 
is now infinitely heightened and glorifi- 
ed by the contraft. Frfee grace and fired 
ftiercy on the part of our God, arid peni« 
tbnce and thankfgiving on the part of 
humbled finners. Would have been pre- 
vented of their thoufand endearing a)n- 
rieAions. And all the amities and chari** 
ties, throughout the brotherhood of man ; 
all the melting and fond relations, which' 
the vine Chrift infufes throughout his' 
ingrafted branches^ bearing bloiToms and- 
fruits of divine fragrance and flavour, 
muft ever have remained, unbiefling and 
as dead, from eternity to eternity* 

But our God, my child^ ^is as power^ 
ful as he is gracious and wile, to bnng 
light out of darknefs, and life out of 
death, and infinite and ever-enduring 
good out of the limited and ihort Itate 
of tranfitory evil. 

To prove that no being beneath him-* 
&lf could ftarid of their, own lufficien-' 
cy, God permitted his two principal 
creatures, the mofi immediate ana m.il: 
glorious reprefentatives of his divine per- 
iedions, to fall oflF from their allegiance^ 
and confequently from their happine is/ 
with all their progeny* The firit WdS

peaed a new and wide gate, for the re- 
admiffianof Lucifer into his ancient pof*- 
fcflions.

Thefc two, my Harry, evten Ltf cifef 
and Adam, were alfo the thieves among

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place of peace to the place of deftriidiom 
He reprefented the wretched race of fall* 
en man, whom Lucifer, and their firft fa- 
ther, had robbed of all their fubftance, 
and ftrippcd of their robe of righteouf- 
nefs, and wounded and left half dead ia 
trcipaflVs and fins. Neither, did the law 
oi the priefthood avail any thing for their 
cure, till Jfsus, the Good Samaritani^ 
bad compaflion upon them, and bound 
vp their wounds^ pouring therein the oil 
et his grace and the wine of his gladnefs;

Here; you fee, my ehiU, that juftice 
bad little to do in the cafe, k; wji» not 
the juftk€^(f,puni/bm^nt^ but the: mny .of 
d&kverancA., that the love of oui" heavenly 
Father i^eg^ired* J^ftke indeed a&tned^ 
th^ ft^ering was due to> fin, aad.wa^ 
thenecefiaTy attendant and conference 
thereof^ and this aUa the love of our 
C&ift; willingly took upon himfelf^ He 
cori quered/J/fipr;;!^ throughyi^iiifi, and 
w^s ii^ef(€^} madte the pepfe^ and acciMU'^ 
pifiied Cap Jta^ of o^ur falvatloa. He en* 
tcn^d Mp pur flfilh, he went through all 
the pa^<»ge.» i^f trhi» vale of team and re-^^ 
gioi? «£ oiifery into which we are fs^leti j: 
lfer<i)ug)% Ippve^ty, contempt, fejcaion> 
lepijoafih j.t<:hrough. all that the rage, ancfc 
x^iueoitjgoi^men aaid devils could inflnici) his 
Mopd)i'fweat«an4 hosror^ of hell^ bondsj^ 
ttiffetingp, fpUtinga^ fcQUrgingp,. the 
fcloody mockery ot a thorny crown, and 
ak. the ioulrrcnding, torturer oJt an. ago-- 

nifin^ 
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filfing cnacifixioiiy tiB at laft he toriutnp* 
pbantly cried, " Itis fimibed l^' and gatvc 
Bp the gho(h From the crofe he defccnd- 
ed into the grave j^ from, the grave agaim 
h& Fofe in glory, and arfcended iftto hea- 
•^en, - whcire he led captivity captive, and 
il^wed the powers of darkoefs bemad ; 
that be might lead all the foUowers o^ 
of his beatific crof^, ia his owa divine 
procefs^ to conqueft through IkiSerings^ 
to glory through abafemen^, to exalta- 
tion thFough huftiili»tioQ>. through death 
into life, and through the calamities ofi 
time tp avixevexi-endiag^ever-bleiliagy e^ 
vcr- joyful, eternity ! . 
r But, Sir, faid Harry^ was the buma*« 
Rity of oui* blefled &viour the fame aa 
ours is I for fo the fcripture leems ta intir 
mate, vvhere it iays^ ** he was made man^ 
^ like untaua in all things^ fin only ex^ 
^ cepted.^' 

This was only ipoken, anfwered Mr 
Fencon, with refpecl to his outward hu- 
manity ^^ His crcaturely foui indeed, and 
tae flelh which he clerived froji his iuor- 
tal mother, wer^. even as ours ate, lia 
^niy exceptedt^ But thefe were only aa 
the huik or cafe of his intemaL and di*^ 
\iiae humanity, wmcu was conceived 
fcom the efieace of the Father, by. the 
|>ijcjcwba ot the Liout b^ iKix, m tha 
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womb of a pure virgin. It was this iiiiw- 
inanity to wkicfa Jesu s wzs intimately u^ 
nitedy and that became one with^ the ever^ 
bleffi?d TRiNtTT. And it was of the ubi«* 
^ity of this homanity that Chrifk fpeak- 
etbi when he fays to Nicodemtis, **. No 
^ man hath s^f(^nded up to heaven, bvtt 
« he that came down from hea^en^ even 
•• the Son of roan which is in heaven.**" 
But, when the external humanity of Je* 
fus was, byfufferings and death, prepared 
lo be fwallowed up in glory, the whole 
CHRrST was then aifiimed up into Gk)d<^ 
head. He faw aQ^things in Jefus, as they 
were and fliall be from eternity to ctcrni* 
ty. Andy thdugh the glory of his per- 
lonal appearance may be vifible in certain 
places, yet he is iAvifibiy prefent in all^ 
places and in all hearts,, begettinginahem^ 
a new birth ^f his own divine humanity ;; 
that their bodies may alfo be fafliioned- 
like unto his glorious body ; and that^. 
when our corruptible (hall have put om 
incorruption, and when that our mortal^ 
fhall have put on immortality, " we all< 
^ may be made one, as he is in the Fa- 
^ tber, and the Father in him, that we: 
•* alfo may be one in thcm^** An ele- 
vation, fare, well worth the hardefl flri-r. 
ving» the highed ambition. 
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Thus I have Ihewn you, my Harry, 
the inevitable neceffity of the fuflferings of 
our innocent Chrift for the falvation of 
guilty iinners. And this alfo fhews you, 
the equal necefHty of his taking upon 
himfeh the .external imputation of the 
fins for. which -he fuffered ! that he might 
thereby be inwardly imputed to us, and 
become to us, and in us, the Lord our 
KiGHTEOusNEss; and be to us a better 
Adam, a £econd and divine father, re« 
generating us to a birth of his own hea- 
venly nature. And thus, as the firft 
Adam died unto God, and lived <bo fal- 
len nature, there was a neceflicy tha£ 
Chrift, as well in hia own peifon, as his 
redeemed progeny, fhould die to the 
fallen nature, that through him they 
might live agam unto God. 

1 thank you^ thank you, Sir, cried 
Harry, I (hail thenceforth be enabled to 
give an account, to all who afk, of the 
faith that is in me. .But, pray» did the 
divine hunianity of our Chriil fuffer ia 
the crucifixion. 

I believe it did, Harry, even as oUF 
fouls are found to fuffer in our bodies, 
though of a nature fo very different from 
them, it was the fuffering of this divine 
humanity that caufed fuch violent repug- 
aaace stud. CQUTuULona in nature; that 

ihufc 
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fhut up the world from light even at mid- 
day ; that rent the irocks ; that opeaed 
the graves, and gave up the dead to at- 
tend their Lord^ and revive in the life of 
his rcftirredion. 

'Will you be pleafcd. Sir, to indugle 
me in one queftion more ? Could not 
God, in his omnipotence, have cffcfted 
the falvation o£ man by fome other means 
than the fufFering pf our dear Chrift ? i 
think, were it to be done again, I would- 
rather forfeit my lalvation,. than that he 
fiiould endure fuch agony on my account. 

I will not pretend, my Harry, to give 
limits or diredipoa to the meafures of 
my God, neither to lay what he might 
or might not do within his own world, 
and with regard to bis own creaturesu 
But it is certain that he chofe the moil 
efiefiual method for compailing his great 
and eternal purpoie that infinite love 
could didace, infinite wifdom contrive, 
and infinite powcrxxecute. O my Harry, 
how unutterably endeared muft this mea- 
fure make our God to the univcrfe of his 
creatures, and that to all eternity I it is 
herein that the nature ^of our God is re- 
vealed ; it is hereby alone that he could 
ever have been duly known ; known ta 
be the God of love, to be nothing but 
lovci in this his wondofolwork^f mer- 
^ • - <y. 
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cy, tranfcending tnercy ; and of grace, 
tianicending grace, that he itiight bring 
tis to glory, tranfcending glory. 

In this ftupendous work of redemj^tion, 
I fay, Jefus makes himfelf as it were litde, 
that we may become great ; he ftodps in- 
to manhood, that he may exalt Us into 
God. He came not arrayed ia the fool's 
coat of the luftr^ of this de^icable wofld, 
nor in the weaknefs of its power, nor in 
the meannefs of its dignity ) but over 
his immenfity he threw the appearance of 
limitation, and with time he inveded his 
eternity ; and his omnipotence put on 
frailty { :and his fupremacy put on 
fubjedion ; and with the veil of, morta- 
lity, he fhrouded his beauty, that he 
might become familiar to us, that we 
might behold and converfe with him face 
to face, is man converies with man, and 
grows fond of his fellow. 

Before the incarnation, God was feared 
in his thunders, and adored in the ma- 
jefty and magnificence of his works. 
But it is- in the meek and lowly Jeiiis 
that he becomes the objsct ot aftedtiou ; 
in the bleeding, the fuffering^ thedyijg 
Jefus, we behold him with weeping gra- 
titued, we lave him with ^ love ol* paf- 
fion and burning, a love that languiUiOS 
for him, that cannot bear t6 exilt witn^ 
i»at him. 

How 
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. How could that perverfe people fhut 
their eyes to the divinity of their gra* 
dous Mefliah, while he gave fuch hourly 
and ocular proofs of the power aad ex- 
tent of his Godhead in and over all 
things? while he went about doing 
;ood, carryissr healing in his breath, in 
lis touch) inliis garments; while the 
latnb fprung up as a bounding roe at his 
bidding; while the tempeft heard his 
voice and wasftill, and the fea fpread itfelf 
as a carpet beneath the foot of its Crea- 
tor; while the deaf ear was opened, 
and the dumb tongue loofcd to utter- 
ance ; while be poured the beams of his 
light upon the new- opening eyes of the 
blind- born gazer ; and while in death, 
and amidfl the tombs, his word was life 
and refurredion. 

Thus, my Harry, yon find yourfclf 
united to your Saviour by many endear- 
ing and intimate connections ; by crea- 
tions by redemption, by brotherhood} by 
fatherhood, in thefleih, inthefpirit; by 
his being bone of your bone, and fpirit 
ot your Ijpirit ; by being the ** firfl.born of 
•« many brethren,'' and by being the di- 
vine father of a new and celeftial progeny • 

Bmt what n^^d we further ? the world, 
from the beginning, is fraught with him, 
aQd fpeaks of him. The woildjs, in it- 

. fdf, 
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ftif, no other than a hiftoty of the two 
capital and eternally important truths. 
The greatness of the fall in Lt/- 
iifir and Adam^ and the greatness of 
THE redemption in Jefus Chrijl. Thefe 
truths are engraven in the rocks as deep 
as the centre; they are written on both 
fides of every leaf in nature. All that 
i» within us, all that is without us, utters 
forth the i^me language, proclaims the 
fame tidings aloud. All ceremonials, 
all inftitutions of divine authority, all 
ancient prcldiftions and prophecies, were 
pregnant with, and in travail of the 
GREAT DELIVERANCE to be atchicved by 
the Shtloh who was to come. They give 
us a previous hillory of his whole procefs 
upon earth, from his birth to his refur- 
rection, as ciicumftantially, as minutely 
as though it were a bare tranfcript of 
what had recently paf]fed before their tyc^:, 
But I fliall only dwell a minute on three 
prmcipal articles, fir 11 that Mefiiah was 
to be God ; — 'fecohdly, that he was hoiv*^ 
ever to be a fullering Meifiatv;- -and 
thirdly, that he was to give niinfelf to 
death for the falvation ot (goners. 

First, with refpcft to his Divinity, 
Daniei fays, «* I £aw m the night- vifioas, 
•* and behold, one like unto the Son of, 
** Man cam.c.with the clouds of heaven, 
'^ Vol. IV. X *' and 
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** and came to the Ancient of DATiri 
•* and they brought him near before him* 
** And there was given him dominion', 
^ and glory, and a kingdom, that all 
** people, nattofls, and languages (hould 
f< ferve him ; his i>ominion is an £VEa'- 
^^ lasting dominion, which fliall not 
*^ pafs away." Again Uaiah: <' Behold^ 
^ a virgin ihall conceive, and bear a fon* 
<< For unto us a child is born^ unto us a 
<< fon is given, and the government (ball 
*< be upon his iboulder ; and his name 
<< fhall be called Wonderful, Coun« 
H SELLOR, Th€ Mighty God, The EVER!- 
•^lastng Father, The Prince of 
*^ Peace. Of the increaie o£ his go- 
** vernment and peace there ihall be 
^* no end, upon the throne of David, 
<< and upon his kingdom, to order it, 
*^ and to eftabliih it, with judgment 
V and with justice, from henceforthF 
^ even for ever/' 

Sfcondly, with refpe^l to bis charac- 
ter of rejeAion and fuffcringt *• Who 
»* hath believed our report? and tawhoni 
^ is the arm of the Lord revealed i He 
*« is defpiied and rejedled of men, amai| 
<^ of ibrrows and acquainted with grief: 
<< and we hid as it were our laces froot 
« him ; he was defpifed, and we efteem*- 
^ ed him not. He was opprefied, and 

" he 
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^ tre was af&icted : be is brought as a 
^ Ucnb to the flsrighter, and as a iheep 
♦* before her (hearers is dumb^ fo open- 
^ ed he not his mouth. He was taken 
*^ from prifoQ and from judgment v and 
V who (hall declare his generation I for 
^* he was cut off ouc oi the land of the 
*^ living} for the tranfgreilion of my; 
^^ people was he fbicken. And he made 
<' his grave with the wicked, and with 
*< the rich in his death/^ Ifaiah liii. -- 
David too fays, ^ Dogs have compaii'ed 
^^ me, the affembly of the wicked have 
<< inclofed me ; they pierced my bands 
^' and my feet. They part my garments 
<* among them, and calt lots for my 
** vefture.— But a bone of him fball not 
** be broken.*^' They ibatl look mi hita 
«« whom they pierced.'* 

Thirdly, with refped to bis being 
a wiihttg offermg for fin : Ifaiah fays, ia 
the fame chapter ; *^ Surely he hath borne 
*' our griefs, and carried our forrows ; 
*^ yet we did elleem him ftricken, fmit« 
^ ten of God, and afflicted. But he 
<* was wounded for our cranfgreffioos, he 
<< was bruifed forouriiiiquicies; checha- 
^ ttifement of our peace was upon him, 
^^ and with his ftripes we are healed. 
*' Ail we like iheep nave gone ailray ; 
^ we have turned every one to his own 

!! way. 
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^ way, and the Lord hath laid on htttt 
** the iniquity of us all/^ Jeremiah too — 
Here Mr Fentort was interrupted Hid 
man Frank entered, booted, and all be- 
fpattered with dirt, and having whifper- 
ed fometbing in his mailer's ear, Mr Fen- 
ton turned a fide his head, to hide his 
concern from Harry, and fiepping to 
clofet locked himfelf itu 
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
